Tracing Tuberculosis 


Origin Can be Easily Traced by Keep- 
ing Records 

By marking hogs and keeping rec- 
\ords of their souree until they have

on which tuberculous hogs originated. 
The use of this system has helped to 
find many herds of diseased cattle, 
for the hogs usually get tuberculosis 
from cattle. However, it sometimes 
happens that no tuberculosis is found 
among the cattle on farms from which 
tuberculous hogs have been shipped, 
lin these cases evidence has been 
found indicating that the hogs prob- 
ably became infected from poultry, It 
is believed that in a large percentage 
of the cases where hogs are infected 
and the cattle are clean, avian tuber- 
cmoals will be found on the place,
